STOLE CANCELED STAMPS. 


Papers Removed from the Treasury 
Department and Burned. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. i.—William 
Washington, a negro, has been ar- 
rested for complicity in the treasury 
cancelled-stamp steal, and has madé a 
confession which shows that the thefts 
have gone on for months. The stamps, 
he says, were not taken from docu- 
ments at the. Treasury building, but 
the papers were taken away in small 
quantities to different houses where 
girls employed at from 40 to 50 cents a 
day removed such stamps and signa- 
tures as seemed valuable, and then 

burned the papers. J 
It is estimated that Washington and 
Edwards, arrested some days ago, - ob- 
tained from the file-room of the Treas- 
ury about twenty-five thousand old pa- 
pers, and destroyed a considerable num- 
ber after removing the Stamps.

WASHINGTON C.,) Dec. 5.— 
The session of the Senate was brief 
again today. Its only features were 


the introduction of a bill by Senator 
Chandler for the free coinage of silver 


when. England, France and Germany 
should enact similar legislation; a reso- 
lution by his colleague, Senator Gallin- 
ger, declaring it to be the sense of the 
Senate that it was unwise and inex- 
pedient to retire the greenbacks, and 
a short speech by Senator Ca!l of Flor- 
ida in favor of the recognition of the 
Cuban revolutionists as belligerents. 
Senator Chandler today introduced a 
bill providing for the unlimited coinage 
of gold and silver in connection with 
other nations, and establishing the 
ratio of 1 to 15%. After providing for 


coining the bullion and the issuing of, 


silver and gold certificates, the third 
section of the bill provides that the 
law shall take effect and become opera- 
tive “when similar laws shall have 
been adopted by the governments of 
England, France and Germany, which 
laws shall in substance provide for the 
purchase of gold and silver bullion with- 
out limit and shall make legal tender 
of the gold and the principal silver 
coins and any certificates representing 
them, the ratio between the gold and 
silver to be the same provided for in 
this act, and when such laws have been 
passed by the governments aforesaid 
the President shall make a proclama- 
tion accordingly and this law shall 
then take effect and be in force.”

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5:—SENATE: 
There was a good attendane when the 
Seniate met at noon today. The first 
bill introduced was one by Senetor 
Milis of Texas, for the coinage of sil- 
ver in the Treasury. 

A bill was introduced by Senator 
Chandler of New Hampshire, for the 
coinage of silver at a ratio of 15% to 
1, the bill to become operative when 
England, Germany and France pass 
similar Taws. It was listened to with 


great attention by members of the Sen- 
ate. 

Petitions from Florida for recognition 
of Cuba, and from the Legislature of 
Montana against a further issuance of 
bonds were presented. 

A resolution offered by Senator Call 
of Fiorida, was adopted, calling upon 
the Secretary of State to send to the 
Senate correspondence relating to the 
case of Gen. Sanguilly, an American 
citizem, sentenced to life imprisonment 
for alleged complicity in the Cuban rev- 
olution, and directing him to procure a 
copy of the record in the case, if it is 
not on file in the department. 

Senator Gallinger of New Hampshire 
introduced a resolution declaring it was 
the sense of the Senate that it was un- 
wise and inexpedient to retire green- 
backs. Senator Mitchell of Oregon in- 
troduced a resolution which was agreed 
to, calling on the Secretary oof the 
Treasury to inform the Senate why 
the construction of the public building 
at Portland, Or., for which an appro- 
priation was made by the last Congress, 
was, not proceeded with. 

enator Call of Florida address2d the 
Senate in advocacy of his resolution 
for recognition of the belligerency of 
Cuban insurgents, and for strict neu- 
trality by the United States in war. 

He drew a graphic picture of the 
ruin, misgovernment and barbarous 
cruelty against which the Cubans were 
contending, and their long struggle for 
freedom. He described former revolu- 
tions, and declared the progress against 
tyranny made by the native’ Cubans, 
who maintained, as this country had 
maintained in 1776, that just govern- 
ment must derive its authority from 
the consent of the governed, entitled 
them to recognition as belligerents, and 
the neutrality of other nations. 

He considered it an outrage that the 
United States should not hold out an 
encouraging hand to these struggling 
for independence. Instead of .speeding 
Cubans on their course, he insisted 
that this government was actually re- 
tarding the revolution, in fact, furnish- 
ing aid to the Spanish tyrant. 

“This government,” said Senator Call, 
emphatically, “is responsible for many 
outrages that have been committed. I 
do not mean to say the President and 
Cabinet are responsible, but the atti- 
tude of this government, negatively, by 
not recognizing revolutionists in our 
ports and territory, is maintaining to- 
ron the power of Spain in the island of 


In conclusion, he described Cuba as 
the Queen of the Antilles; the future 
center of a confederated republic that 
would include all islands of the West 
Indies, and called upon the Committee 
on Foreign Affairs to consider his reso- 
lution in the spirit of the forefathers 
of the nation, and report it favorably 
at an early day. 

Among the bills introduced in the 
Senate was one by Senator Mills, direct- 
ing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
have all thesilver in the treasury coined 
into subsidiary coin, and providing that 
when the revenues of the government 
shall be insufficient to meet the current 
expenses of the government, the Sec- 
retary shall issue non-interest-bearing 
legal-tender treasury notes in amounts 
sufficient to cover the deficiency and 
pay out the same in the current ex- 
penditures of the government, and, also, 
that when the gold reserve in the treas.- 


ury shall be in excess of $100,000,000 and’ 


legal tender notes are presented for re 
demption in coin, they shall be redeemed 
in either gold or silver coin, at the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary. The bill also 
provides that when the reserve shall 
fall below $100,000,000 the Secretary shall 
redeem the notes in silver.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec 4 via 
Sofia, Dec. 5.—(By Atlantic Cabie.) 
During the past twenty-four hours 
there have been frequent Cabinet coun- 
cils at the palace, and several ex- 
changes of communications with Prep- 
resentatives of the powers, but 
no decision seems to have been arrived 
at by the Porte on the subject of.th2 
firmans demanded by the powers for 
the passage of an extra guardshin 
through the Bosphorus. The diliatory 
policy of the palace people is continued, 
apparently in the hope that a hitch 
will occur which may put an end to 
the accord of the powers. Ambassadors 
do not attempt to deny that the accord 
of Europe is liable to be disturbed any 


of the parity of the tw ometals and a 
provision for the repeal of all laws au- 
thorizing the issuance of interest-bear- 
ing bonds. 

A bill was introduced by Senator Mor- 
rill for the appointment by the Pres- 
ident of a register of copyrights 
to perform the duties now performed 
by the Libraian of Congress. The 
measure is the result of the disclosures 
of the library book-keeping methods 
made by the Spofford investigation. 

Senator Call presented a bill to pre- 
vent and punish the control of elec- 
tions by corporations engaged in inter- 
state commerce; also, a bill requiring 
the railroad companies to pay employes 
injured in the discharge of duty their 
salaries while disabled, and, in case of 
death, to continue to pay the salary to 
their widows during their natural lives. 

Senator Faulkner introduced a bill 
authorizing the Governor of Alaska to 
} grant liquor licenses, and providing for 
the punishment of those engaged in 
this traffic without such license; also, 
a bill authorizing the Governor of 
Alaska to create precincts and appoint 
justices of the peace and constables. 

Senator Sherman introduced, by re- 
quest, a bill to provide for the re-organ- 
ization of the line of the army 80 as to 
consist of three regiments of field artil- 
lery, twelve regiments of cavalry and 
eighteen regiments of infantry. The 
bill follows the same general lines as 
Representative Outhwaite’s bill of last 
yéar, and is devoted especially to the 
artillery service. 

At 1:20 o’clock. the Senate went into 
executive session, and, at 1:35 o'clock, 
adjourned until Monday. The Senate 
in executive session confirmed the ap- 


tment of Matt W. Ransom as Min- 
ster to Mexico. 


REPUBLICANS CAUCUS. 


A Committee to Arrange the Com- 
_mittees of the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—The Repub- 
lican Senators met in caucus this morn- 
ing, immediately after the adjournment 
of the Senate. Senator Sherman, the 
chairman, announced the selection of 
the following Senators as a committee 
to arrange the committees of the Sen- 
ate: Senators Mitchell of Oregon, Tel- 
ler, Cullom, Quay, Platt, Chandier, Pet- 
tigrew, Gear and Pritchard. This com- 
mittee was confirmed by caucus. When 
the committee has selected committees, 
the caucus will be called together to 
take action upon the arrangements. The 
committee is about equally divided as 
to silver, four being for free coinage, 
while Chandler is very friendly to silver. 
Senator Mitchell, chairman of the com- 
mittee,.says that it will hold its first 
meeting on Monday, immediately after 
adjournment. 

The Senate Democratic members held 
a caucus today, there being twenty-six 
Senators present. The caucus decided 
upon the nomination of Senator Harris 
for President pro tem, in case the Re- 
publicans should decide to attempt to 
select one of their number for this of- 
fice. The caucus also authorized the 
chairman, Senator Gorman, to appoint 
a steering committee, six of whom shall 
be old members. This committee is to 
confer with the Republican Committee 
on Committees for the purpose of reach. 
ing an agreement as to’-the Senate 
committees. There were several speeches 
on the policy of the organization of the 
committees and all favorable to per- 
mitting the Republicans to take them 
in case they decide that they wish to 
do so. No opposition was developed to 
this plan. Six members of the old 
Steering Committee, who are to be on 
the new committee, are Senators Gor- 
man, Cockrell, Harris, Blackburn, Brice 
and Jones of Arkansas. 


SPEAKER REED’S TASK. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5. — Speaker 
Reed has begun for the first time to 


on paper. After receiving members’of 
the House all day yesterday he sat 
down at 9 o’clock and worked until a 
late hour putting on paper the assign- 
ments he had decided upon up to that 
time. Today he gave more interviews 
to members, and listened to the pre- 
sentation of their claims. No informa- 
tion has leaked from the Speaker’s 
rooms except remarks made by Mr.

CALIFORNIA'S COMMITTEEMEN. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6—The Herald 
this’ morning says that Michael H. de 
Young, proprietor of the San Francisco 
Chronicle, and a member of the Repub- 
lican National Committee, is In this 
city.

“You will remember, Mr. Crisp said 
after election that the monetary policy 
of the mocratic party would in the 
future be dictated by the sure Demo- 
cratic States, not by the doubtful, To 
me it seems that Crisp is figuring some- 
thing like this: The group of the States 
known as the solid South, which have 
165 electoral votes, can be depended 
upon to take any action in the national 
convention that its leaders dictate.” 

“Now, suppose in their wisdom they 
decide upon a flat-footed plan, favoring 
free and independent coinage of sil- 
ver, what help could they expect? 
They are perfectly aware of the situa- 
tion and kmow that they could depend 
upon the delegates from the following 
States to stand in with them: Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Idaho, Montana, Ne- 
vada, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska, North 
Dakota, Oregon, South Dakota, Wash- 
ington, Wyoming and Utah. 

“These fifteen States have all shown 
pronounced silver or Populist leanings, 
and the latter just now mean free sil- 
ver. Illinois, as we know, would in all 
probability send a delegation favorable 
to free silver, as the leading Demo- 
cratic politicians of the State are pro- 
nounced in their advocacy of free coin- 


“The Democratic conventions stick to 
the two-thirds rule and the delegates 
from the Solid South and the States 
above enumerated would represent 
several votes short of two-thirds, but if 
the keen politicians of Indiana, Michi- 
gan and Minnesota have it made clear 
to them that the one fighting chance 
for the party is under the bariner of 
free silver they would not refuse their 
adhesion to the programme of Crisp, 
Harris, Morgan and Bland. If the 
Democrats should adopt a free silver 
coinage plank and the Republicans 
should try to straddle, these men think 
they could depend upon the 156 votes 
of the Solid South and the 86 votes of 
the fifteen other States. 

“Whom woul the Democrats nomi- 
mate on a silver platform? I don't 
know whether they would have the 
courage to nominate a former Confed- 
erate general, but there are signs of 
a disposition on their part to consider 
the war at an end. If-so, there is no 
reason Why théy should not put up 
Morgan of Alabama. The South would 
go for him with a whoop, and there 
is scarcely a silver man unacquainted 
with his straight-forward record in 
favor of bimetallism. In short, I should 
regard him as a dangerous opponent 
on a free-silver platform, if our party 
has not sagiacity to see the drift of 
events, 

“Of course, all these conjectures are 
from the assumption that the idea ex- 
pressed by Republicans in the States 
along the seaboard prevails, and that 
the — attitude of friendliness to 
silver will be abandoned. If good sense 
prevails, and the Republicans come out 
for silver, and show that they are in 
earnest, no Democratic candidate could

PREHISTORIC REMAINS. 


EXPLORER CUSHING LEAVES FOR 
PINE ISLAND. 


Will Investigate Remarkable Arch- 
aeological Finds Resembling the 
Work of the Mound-builders of 
the Mississippi—Shell Imple- 
ments Unearthed. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMBS.) 

WASHINGTON. (D. C..) Dec. 5.—(S 
cial Dispatch.) Frank Cushing, a want. 
known ethnologist, whose interesting 
discoveries among the Zuni Indians 
some years ago procured him feme, 
left Washington today upon an explor- 
ing expedition which promises results 
of great value and interest in regard 
to the prehistori¢ life on the American 
continent. He will be-joimed at St. 
Augustine in a few days by a number 
of assistants, who left New York yes- 
terday by steamer, -including a num- 
ber of laborers, to do the necessary 
excavating. He will sail on the 
schooner for Pine Island, below the 
southern Florida Keys, where a thor- 
ough investigation, expected to last 
several months, will be made into the 
recently-discovered mounds, built -by 
a remarkable people who maintained 
& comparatively high state of civiliza- 
tion many centuries ago. . 

In a hasty reconnoisance of these re- 
markable archaeological finds last win- 
ter, Cushing came upon hitherto un- 
thought-of phases: of aboriginal life, 
Closely related to the mound-builders 
of the Mississippi and contiguous re- 
gions, and uncovered well-preserved 
remains of the perishable work of the 
stone age, or rather the shell age of 
prehistoric men. Objects of art made 
from shells and shell implements of 
various kinds were found in excellent 
condition, among the most remarkable 
being a shel pick, stilll mounted on its 
original handle of mango-wood. 

The expedition is undertaken under 
the joint auspices of the United. States 
Ethnographical Bureauand thearchae- 


ological department of the University 
of Pennsylvania.

It is 
planned to erect there a tent of large 
seating capacity. It was agreed by 
Quinn and Stuart that the stake- 
holder must be a man who does not 
live in the State of Texas. The arti- 
cles of agreement will be practically 
the same as those agreed to by Cor- 
bett and Fitzsimmons. Stuart is em- 
powered with full authority to make 
the match with Maher, but Fitzsim- 
mons has stipulated that he must first 
make a formal request for Corbett to 
meet the Australian in Mexico. 

Fitzsimmons and Maher have met 
before in the ring. They fought at 
New Orleans on March 1892, and 
Maher was vanquished twelve 
rounds. Maher was knocked out by 
Joe Goddard on December 8, 1892, in 
three rounds fought in the Coney Isl- 
and Athletic Club’s arena.

APACHES ON A RAID, 


THE MURDER OF THE MERRILLS 
LAID TO REDSKINS. 


"Kid” or "Old George’ Suspected 
of Being on the Warpath—Six 
Bucks Belonging to "Nosey’s” 
Band are Missing. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES ~ 
DENVER, (Colo.,) Dec. 5.—Dispatches 
were received at army headquarters to- 
day which indicate that “Apache Kid,” 
possibly “Old George,” and other ren- 
egade Indians are again on a raid 
against white settlers in Arizona. Col. 
E. V. Sumner, commanding the Seventh 
Cavairy, and the post at Fort Grant, 
wired Gen. Wheaton that Indians. had 
murdered Merrill and his daughter at 
Pina, near Ash Springs, twenty miles 
east of Solomonville, and that the track 

of the redskin marauders led south. 
Gen. Wheaton immediately ordered 
the troops under Col. Sumner to scout 
in all directions and to overhaul the 

Indians if possible. by 
Troop I, Capt. L. 8S. McCormick, 
started from Fort Grant for San Simon 
on the Southern Pacific Railroad. A 
well-authenticated report stated that 
the atrocity had been commited by six 
Indians, and that the murdérershad gone 
north.

The soldiers were accordingly ordered 
to “George's” camp first. and thence 
over the divide to Solomonville by 
Gila Bonita. Indian police were also 
sent out from Fort Apache to ascertain 
7 there were strangers on the reserva- 
tion. 
Later dispatches from Col. Sumner 
state that he had a round-up at San 
Carlos on Wednesday and that he found 
six bucks absent from “Nosey’s’’ band, 
belonging to mountain Apaches on 
Gila River. The Colonel adds that 
Capt. Bell, commander at San Carlos, 
was active, and that he would overtake 
the Indians if possible. A detachment 
has also been sent from Fort Bayard to 


co-operate with other forces in the

L. H. JAMIESON RETURNS 
TO HER FATHER. 


Abandoned by Arthur Turner in a 
Destitute and Almost Friend- _ 
less Condition. 


Mexican Natives Contribute Money 
te Pay for Burying Her Ille- 
sitimate Child. 


Yeapt. Healy’s Crew File Charges 
His Accusers—Report of 
the Weather Bureau—Mauarder 
at Globe—Gen. McComb. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT ) 

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 5. 
—Mrs. L. H. Jamieson, who created 
such a tremendous sensation in soci- 
ety circles in Victoria two years ago 
by eloping with Arthur Turner, the 
rich son of the Minister of Finance of 
the province, has returned from the 
City of Mexico to her father’s home. 
Beneath the tropic skies of the South- 
ern republic her dream of love was 
rudely broken. 


Some months ago a child was born 
to Mrs. Jamieson. Then ‘Turner's 
funds began to run low and he was 
forced to hard work, which was not 
congenial, to support the woman who 
had left husband, children, home and 
friends for him. His father refused 
to give him further financial aid unless 
he would desert his companion. The 
usual result happened. Through the 
influence of his father, on condition 
that he abandon the woman, ‘Turner 

*‘ secured a position in a London bank, 
whither he went, leaving Mrs. Jamie- 
son to shift for herself, penniless and 
@ stranger in a strange land. 

Then, as she was about to propose 
a reconciliation with ner husband, 
-Came the news that he had been 
granted a divorce in San Francisco on 
the grounds of desertion and infidel- 
ity and had been awarded her three 
children. Then came the cruelest 
shock of all, her babe sickened and 
died. The mother being without means 
to meet the burial expenses, generous 
natives contributed funds to furnish a 
proper resting place for the innocent 
result of the elopement. 

Penniless and almost friendless the 
miserable woman was in despair. For 
her daily bread she was dependent 
upon charity. But there yet remained 
one person whose love reached across 
thousands of miles of mountains and 
plains—her aged father’s door was 
open to her and in his house she was 
promised shelter. Funds wére sent by 

. the loyal parent and last night the old 
man, who had almost reached four- 
score years, clasped his erring daughter 
to his heart. 

Young Arthur Turner’s escapade 
with Mrs. Jamieson astounded society 
circles of British Columbia two years 
ago. His ily was prominent in all 
society events and Turner was much 

ught after by the belles of Victoria. 

rs. Jamieson, who was born in Cali- 
fornia and raised in this country, is 
@ woman of remarkable beauty. She 
was a leader in society. The two were 
fond of each other’s company, but no 
one suspected anything improper. 

One Saturday afternoon in August, 
1893, there was a fashionable outing in 
one of the gorges near Victoria. Mrs. 
Jamieson and Turner’ were there. They 
left for home in a small ‘skiff. Quietly 
they drifted out into the straits and 
darkness veiled their movements. They 
were not seen again for some time, but 

'“the next day the boat they used was 
found floating in the straits. It was at 
once thought that both had been 
drowned. Mrs. Jamieson’s husband was 
almost frantic with grief. 


A few days later an acquaintance saw 


Mrs. Jamieson and Turner emerge 
_ from a hotel in Whatcom, and take the 
train for San Francisco. He notified 
Jamieson, and the latter, arming him- 
self, started in pursuit, swearing to 
avenge his wrong. 

The husband was hot on their trail 
at San Francisco, but they escaped and 
went to San Jose. Near ‘Suisun they 
stopped a few days, and only left an 
hour before Jamieson arrived. They 
went to the City of Mexico, seeking hap- 
piness in the land of the Montezumas. 
Jamieson abandoned the chase, and in 
due time secured a divorce in San Fran- 
cisco. The story of their life in Mexico 
has been told. 

Mrs. Jamieson’s father, Henry Nel- 
son, is a Californian of the '49 days, and 
is now nearly 80 years old. He lives on 
a small farm near Port Angeles. It is 
understood that an attempt will be 
made by the relatives of the divorced 
couple to effect a reconciliation. Mrs. 
Jamieson is beautiful, in fact she was 
conceded to be the most beautiful wo- 
man in Victoria, and she has lost none 
of her charms. 


HER FUGITIVE HUSBAND. 
Mra. Lastreto of Stockton Accuses 
Him of Carrying Off Hér Purse. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.» 
FRANCISCO, Dec. 5.—Complaint 
was lodged with the police this morn- 
ing by Mrs. Lastreto of Stockton 
against her fugitive husband, Ferdi- 
‘nand Lastreto. The woman accuses her 
husband of taking from her a purse 
containing $150 and escaping with it to 
this city. She stated that she had rea- 
son to believe her husband contemplated 
proceeding to Italy for the purpose of 
claiming a fortune of $12,000 left by his

WEATHER AND CROPS. 
Director Barwick Issues His Sum- 
mary for the Past Month. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT ) 

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 5.—The State 
Agricultural Society, in co-operation 
with the California State Weather Serv- 
ice, James A. Barwick, director, issued 
the following weather and crop .sum- 
mary for the past month: 

The average temperature for the 
month of November, 1895, was: For 
Eureka, 48 deg.; Fresno, 59; Independ- 
ence, 48; Los Angeles, 60; Red Bluff, 54; 
Sacramento, 53; San Francisco, 56; San 
Luis Obispo, 57, and San Diego, 59. 

As compared with the normal tem- 
peratures, a generally normal condi- 
tion prevailed at Los Angeles, Red 
Bluff, Sacramento and San Diego, while 
a heat deficiency of 1 deg., was reported 
from San Francisco and San Luis 
Obispo, and 3 deg. at Eureka. An ex- 
cess of 3 deg. is reported from Fresno. 

The total precipitation reported was: 
For Eureka, 3.90 inches; Fresno, .19; Los 
.80; Red Bluff, 1.93; Sacra- 
mento, 1.54; San Francisco, 1.78; San 
‘Luis Obispo, 1.56; and San Diego, 1.19. 
As compared with the normal precipi- 
tation, a deficiency is shown at Fresno 
of .48 of an inch; Los Angeles, .68; Red 
Bluff, 1.22; Sacramento, .6l; and San 
Francisco .90. An excess was reported 
from Eureka of 1.35 inches; San Luis 
Obispo, .62; and San Diego, .37.

PISTOL AND KNIFE. 


Two Bloody Tragedies in the One 
Small Town of Globe. 


PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dec. 5.—At Globe, 
late Sunday night, Robert McIntosh, 
a blacksmith, was killed by a saloon- 
keeper, William Gill. The dispute 
arose in Gill's saloon, McIntosh finally 
suggesting that his adversary should 
step from behind the bar and fight it 
out. Instead, Gill drew a revolver and 
fired, the shot passing through the 
arm and across through the body of 
the victim. Death was instantaneous. 
Gill was arrested and held under strong 
guard. MciIntesh was one of the most 

pular young men in camp and 
ynching was feared. The trouble be- 
tween the men arose over Gill’s wife. 

Late the same night a Swiss named 
John Quadre brutally carved up a 
miner, William Gleason, in a groggery 
row. Gleason’s wound is believed to 
be fatal. Quadre flied to his home 
where he met the Sheriff with a fusil- 
of pistol shots.

Capt. Healy’s Crew File Charges

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 5.—The wife 
of Lieut. Chester White, of the revenue 
cutter Bear today commenced divorce 
proceedings against her husband, whom 
she alleges notified her he had deserted 
her to go East with an actress. In re- 
turn for the charges of unofficer-like 
conduct preferred against Capt. Healey, 
commander of the Bear, by Lieuts. 
White, Daniels and Dorry, thirty of the 
petty officers and crew of the Bear have 
filed charges against the three lieuten- 
ants who accused Healy.

California’s Climatic Variety. 


TRUCKEE, Dec. 5.—Truckee is pre- 
paring to have an ice palace to ilius- 
trate the diversity of California’s cli- 
mate. The business men of the town 
have formed themselves into a stock 
company and are now erecting build- 
ings which will be the basis of the 
palace. Streams of water sprayed on 
the buildings will coat them with ice. 
Tall trees, covered with icicles, placed 
on the roofs of buildings, will give 
them a picturesque appearance. An 
inclosed ice-skating rink eight hundred 
feet long, with a roof of solid ice, will 
be one of the features. A sleigh-ride 
of sever miles to Donner Lake and re- 
turn is guaranteed every visitor. In 
ten days the palace will be completed 
and excursion trains running.

A Bohemian Resort in San Francisco 
Seized for Debt.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dec. 5.—Judge Ba- 
ker, who was said by the correspondent 
of the Associated Press to have handed 
down a decision declaring Pima Indians 
citizens of the United States, was mis- 
represented in the matter; instead, he 
held the exact reverse, that the Indians 

were not citizens. 
THE CORRESPONDENT EXPLAINS. 
PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dec. 5.—The report 
that Judge A. C. Baker had ruled that 
Pima Indians are by treaty citizens of 
the United States has proved erroneous. 
The error was caused by the confusion 
in the court of an instruction proffered 
by the defendant’s counsel with instruc- 
tions to the jury given by the Judge. 
The verdict of the jury on the case, 
which was that of selling liquor to In- 

dians, was guilty. - 


Austerlits and the Death Pitt. 


(Prof. W. M. Sloane, in the Decem- 
ber Century:) The political eMects of 
Austerlitz were the devastation of the 
old system. Austria was driven, ap- 
parently forever, from leadership in 
Germany, and consigned to the diffi- 
cult and thorny path aggrandize- 
ment down the Danube vailey, which 
she has ever since trodden. There was 
only a difference of degree bctween the 
subserviency of Bavaria and that of 
Prussia, between the humiliatfon of 
Baden and that of Russia. Pitt, who 
was in Bath recovering from an attack 
of gout, grew old within twenty-fcur 
hours after receipt of the news; his 
features became pinched and blue, tak- 
ing on an expression long known as the 
“Austeriitz look.” Returning to his 
villa at Putney, with the hand of ceath 
upon-him, he is said to have entered 
through a corridor on the wall of which 
hung a map of Europe. “oll up that 
map,” he hoarsely murmured to his 
niece; “it will not be needed these ten 
years.” He died soon afterward, on 
January 23, 1806, in his forty-seventh 
year; and the last words he was heard 
to utter were: “My country; ch, how 
I leave my country!” He had hoped, 
and, as the sequel proved, not in vain, 
that as England had saved herself by 
her own exertions, so she might save 
Europe by her example. To his minis- 
try succeeded that known by the scub- 
riquet of “All the Talents,” in which 
Grenville was First Lord of the Treas- 
ury, and Pitt’s great rival, Fox, was 
Secretary of State.

WAR IS THREATENED. 


MORE BLOOD-AND-THUNDER NEWS 
FROM WASHINGTON. 


Ambassador Bayard Has Cabied the 
Contente eof Salisbury’s Note. 
The Refasal of Great Britain to 
Arbitrate Will be Laid Before 
Congress. | 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Dec. 56.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from its Washington cor- 
respondent says that war between the 
United States and Great Britain is 
threatened. It can be averted only by 
surrender on the part of England. The 
contention over the Monroe doctrine 
has reached a stage which will produce 
the gravest anxiety on both sides of 
the Atlantic until the facts become 
known. If the American Congress will 
support the President, and of this there 
can be no doubt, Great Britain will 
soon be given the choice of surrender- 
ing or fighting. 

“Upon authority which cannot be 
questioned,” reads the dispatch, “it is 
known that this government has r- 
ceived a cablegram from Ambassador 
Bayard giving briefly the contents of 
the note which the Marquis of Salis. 
bu has mailed in reply to Secretary 
Olffey’s dispatoh of last July. Thies 
reply is in substance a refusal to ar- 
bitrate any of the territory eastward of 
the Schomberg line. Moreover, Lord 
Salisbury raises a new case. He now 
contends that the Schomberg line war 
not arbitrarily run; that it was, in 
fact, located @uthentic data, aad 
that it can be by the records, 
che treaty descriptions and the maps, 
that it correctly represents the west- 
ern limits of the territory which Great 
— acquired by cession from Hol- 

“Receipt of this information caused 
some excitement in the Washington 
government. Secretary Olney at once 
proceeded to confer with the President 
about it. They agreed in their opinion 
concerning it. This opinion was that 
the British Premier was trifling with 
the merits of the question; that he was 
attempting to evade and delay direct 
response to the principal issue involved, 
and to bring on a controversy between 
the two governments as to historical 
records and raphical facts. Such 
controversy, the President and Secre- 
tary agreed, if once entered upon, 
mient run an indefinite length. 

The programme which the President 
and Secretary now have in mind is, 
first to ascertain the wishes of Vene- 
zuela in the premises. If Venezuela is 
willing to arbitrate on the Schomberg 
line, then the mission of the United 
States is, for the time being, at an 
end. Venezuela has repeatedly refused 
this and it, is not expected she will 
give in now. Once being assured of 
Venezuela’s unwillingness to submit:to 
England's pretensions, the Pres'd nt 
will refer the whole matter to Congress 
at an early day for such action as that 
body may see fit to take. The corre- 
spondence will be accompanied by a 
message from the President explaining 
the situation, but probably containing 
no recommendations. 

“Congress, as the only war-making 
power, will be left to its own determi- 
nation, uninfluenced save by facts. 
When this moment arrives the execu- 
tive will have exhausted his resources. 
The future course of the contention 
will rest with the national legislature. 
It is expeoted, however, that Congress 
will at once authorize the President to 
issue an ultimatum that will cause 
England to back down or fight.” 


A CHINESE CONSPIRACY. 


The United States Censul Saves the 
City of Canton. 

fRAGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

BOSTON, Dec. 5.—Mail advices re- 
ceived by reliable persons in this city 
from Canton, China, today give details 
of an attempt to capture the city of 
Canton by a secret organization for the 
purpose of establishing an independent 
government. The writer says: 

“The plot was exposed October 22, 
when the attention of the United States 
Consul was called to a suspicious tele- 
gram from Hong-Kong to a branch 
house in Canton, concerning the ship- 
ment of certain packages. The authori- 
ties were notified and the packages, 
which proved to be five barrels of 
pistols and ammunition, labeled 
“cement,” were seized on their arrival. 
On the same steamer, from Hong- 
Kong came 400 men, who expected to 
aid in the revolt. The officials, how- 
ever, captured seventy-five of them. 
The revolutionists had no weapons, but 
it was learned that they were to be 
supplied by friends in this city. This 
seizure of arms and the capture of 
those implicated completely thwarted 
the attempt, and the authorities are 
now making diligent search for the 
leader as well as for more weapons. 

“It is said there are thousands in 
sympathy with the movement. The 
Hong-Kong papers speak of it as a 
‘patriotic movement,’ and worthy of 
support. The plan of the organization, 
which originated in Hong-Kong, and 
was taken up in Canton, was, first, to 
capture the city treasury: next to de- 
molish the Viceroy’s palace. By this 
tiniéAhey would expect sufficient aid to 
storm the city. They next expected to 
proclaim an independent government 
and to take measures to hold the city. 

“The movement has involved the 
Christians to a considerable extent and 
great excitement prevails, especially 
inside the city, near a chapel which 
had been used, unknown to the mis- 
sionaries, as a sort of rendezvous for 
some of the conspirators.”

A Wilmington dispatch says that 
Commissioner Cooper, who has been 
taking testimony in the Addicks di- 
voree case, refuses to grant Mrs. Ad- 
dicks a divorce from her husband, Ed- 
ward Addicks. 

At a meeting of London bondholders 
of the Nicaragua Railway, the meet- 
ing accepted the scheme of settlement 
of the debt, arranged between the com- 
mittee of bondholders and the Nica- 
raguan government. 

Capt. Patterson, of the Sritish steam- 
er Madura, from Hamburg for Port 
Royal, S. C., telegraphs her loss, from 
Corunna, Spain. The Madura was a 
three-masted screw-steamer of 1480 
tons net, and 2224 tons gross register. 

‘The Chicago and Northwestern Rail- 
way Company yesterday declared a 
regularly quarterly dividend of 1% per 
cent. on preferred stock, and restored 
the dividend on common stock to a 5- 
per cent. basis; 24% per cent. for the 
half-year being declared.

MINISTERIAL UNION. 


SOME OF THE FEATURES or THES 
ORGANIZATION. 


It Represents the 
nominations and ts Composed of 
Pastors and Ei«x-Pastors—It ta In- 
tended to Unite the Chuarches in 
Moral Reforms. 


A considerable amount of interest 
has been aroused regarding the Minis- 
terial Union, which, during the past 
few months, has taken an active part 
in certain city affairs. The numerous 
resolutions presented by that body te 
the City Council have stimulated a de- 
sire to know of whom the union is com- 
posed and what its pu are. 

The City Ministerial Union of Los 
Angeles, as it is officially known, was 
organized about five yearsago. It has 
about sixty or seventy members, all of 
whom are either present or former pas- 
tors. About four-fifths of them are at 
present engaged in active pastoral 
work. All, or nearly all, Protestant de- 
nominations are represented in the or- 
ganization. Nearly all the Protestant 
pastors are members of the union. 

Among the principal objects of the 
association are the uniting of the 
various churches in moral reforms and 
the rendering of aid in the reduction 
of crime and intemperance. 

The officers of the organization in- 
clude Rev. W. A. Knighten, pastor of 
Grace Methodist Episcopal Church, 
president; Rev. Mr. Finley, pastor of 
Bethlehem Congregational Church, sec- 
retary, and Rev. A. C. Smither, pastor 
of the First Christian Church, chair- 
man of the Executive Committee and 
vice-president. 

The union, in its resolutions presented 
to the City Council, has not expressed 
itself in favor of recognizing that the 
social evil is something that cannot be 
done away with entirely. On this 
question, however, there is said to be 
some difference of opinion among the 
members, the majority favoring that 
the evil be not recognized as necessary, 

A Times reporter called to see Rev. 
W. A. Knighten, president of the un- 
ion, yesterday, and asked In reference 
to the work of the union, and whether 
it were not a fact that the union has 
been mdsrepresented before the public. 

“This discussion over the social evil 
and other questions in connection with 
the unfon, that has of late attracted @ 
good deal of attention,” said Mr. 
Knighten, “was started early in the 
present year, when, without my knowtl- 
edge, a position was circulated In the 
neighborhood of where I live east of 
Alemeda street, and north of Fitst 


street. The petition was signed 
by both Protestants and Catho- 
lics, and was addressed to the City 


Council. It complained that the social 
evil was extending through that neigh- 
borhood and was becoming a serious 
menace to the children, of whom there. 
were estimated to be nearly 1200 in 
that territory. and asking relief. The 
disreputable scenes that were witnensed 
in the netghborhood were such as can 
not be mentioned in print, but they 
were of a character most shocking. to 
the decency of the Christian and res- 
_— people compelled ‘to witness 
them. 

“The petition was presented to me 
with the request that I take up the 
matter. I insisted that the question be 
put before the Counctiman from the 
Eighth Ward, but they would not hear 
to it I then consented to take the pe- 
titior, and the next day, which was 
Sunday, presented it to the congrega- 
tion of my church for signatures. A 
little later it was presented to the 
Bethlehem Congregational Church, of 
which Mr. Finley is pastor. More vig- 
natures were obtained, and the next 
day it was presented to the City Coun- 
cil. The matter was also presented to 
the Ministerial Union, and resolutions 
were adopted by that body indorsing 
the petition. These resolutions were 
presented to the simul- 

neously with the petition 
he pabiic no doubt understand how 
the question was agitated, pro and 
and how one police commission went 
out of office and at emt was eppointed. 
All of the resolutions on the question 
which have been presented to the City 
Council from time to time, have been 
adopted by the Ministerial Union by 

nanimous vote. 
the agitation beg2n, have 
been harassed by private detectives 
and others, who have endeavored to di- 
vert me from the line I started cut to 
pursue. I have been urged to take the 
matter to the District Attorney's office, 
or to act on it through the constables 
or other officials. It has heen plainly 
intimated to me that if I would move 
out of the district in question a fine 
house would be furnished me t live 
in. Intimations have been made that 
the church or my house would be 
burned. Once when there was a suspic- 
ious fire on Alameda street near Ban- 


ning, when the firemen were returning | 


from putting it out, I heard some of 
them remark that our ehurch would 
go next. I merely mention this to 
show to some degree what the situation 


has been. 

“Since the agitation began, however, 
the disgraceful é6ccurrences which 
have referred to, have not been so fre- 
quent, and the saloons near here have 
been conducted better. 

“There has, I believe, been a serious 
misapprehension created in reference 
to the purposes of the unior regarding 
the treatment of the socialevil. We 
are opposed to the centralization of it 
as at present, where the highn rental 
exacted from those poor women yields 
a revenue of $72,000 per year te two or 
three individuals. The rental charged 
is exorbitant and we believe that as 
at present handled it affords a highly 
favorable opportunity for the use of 
the revenue for a political corruption 
fund to be used as a balance of power 
in municipal campaigns. 

“Again the fencing of it in as at pres- 
emt makes it a disreputable attraction 
to many men, some of them scarcely 
more than boys. This feature would 
be done away with if those poor crea- 
tures were not herded in -here. 

“My impression is that the “opinion 
of the ministers generally is that the 
social! evil, being morally prohibited by 
the scriptures, should not be tolerated 
by the city, particularly when prohib- 
ited by the statutes of the State.”

THE BASIS OF REPRESENTATION, 


Secretary Manley of the Republican 
National Committee sent out a circular 
several months ago to Republican lead- 
ers all over the country, suggesting a 
change in the basis of representation 
in the national convention. He em- 
bodied in the circular the plan pro- 
posed by Mr. Scott of West Virginia, 
some three years ago, which would 
give each State and Territory and the 
District of Columbia two delegates at 
large instead of four, and each con- 
gressional district. one delegate in- 
stead of two, with one additional dele- 
gate for each 7000 votes cast for 
the Republican ticket in 1892. The 
present basis of representation is four 
delegates at large for each State and 
Territory and two delegates for each 
congressional district, irrespective of 
the political complexion of either 
States or districts. 

The present basis of representation 
{is manifestly unfair to the Republicans 

eof those States which cast the heaviest 
Republican votes. The Southern States, 
where comparatively few Republican 
votes are cast, and which have seldom 
given any electoral votes to the Re- 
publican ticket, enjoy the same ratio 
of representation, and consequently have 
as much influence in the convention, 
according to the number of congres- 
sional districts, as have the great 
States of the North which cast the vast 
majority of Republican votes. As an 
illustration, it may be mentioned that 


~ (Alabama, which has not had a Repub- 


lican State ticket in the field for sev- 
eral years, nor even held a Republican 
State convention, is entitled under the 
present plan to twenty-two delegates 
in the national convention, while Kan- 
sas, which has a solid Republican dele- 
gation in Congress, is entitled to only 
twenty delegates. 

The proposed change in the basis of 
representation is designed to correct 
this inequality by giving to those sec- 
tions having the larger Republican 
vote a proportionately larger influence 
in the selection of candidates. The 
proposition certainly seems just, though 
it may appear to inflict a hardship 
upon Southern Republicans, whose 
loyalty to their party under alt forms 
of discouragement is deserving of the 
highest commendation. But this con- 
sideration is sentimental rather than 
practical. The Southern Republicans 
would stand upon the same plane as 
those of the North if the proposed 
change were mad, instead of having, 
@s now, a great advantage. 
lf the plan proposed were adopted, 
it would make some _ important 
changes in the relative numerical 
Strength of the various State delega- 
tions. For instance, the New England 
States would gain twenty votes by the 
change; the North Middle States, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
indiana, Illinois, Michigan and Wiscon- 
bin, would gain 219 votes: the South 
Middle States, Maryland, Virginia.. 
West Virginia, Kentucky and Missouri, 
would gain thirty-nine votes; the 
Western States, Minnesota, lowa, Kan- 
Sas, Nebraska, and the two Dakotas, 


* would gain forty-eight votes: the Rocky 


Mountain States, Montana, Idaho. Wyo- 
ming, Colorado and Nevada, would lose 
five votes, and the Pacific States, Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington, would 
gain eight votes. The Southern States 
would lose sixty-six votes. New York 
State would make the largest gain, and 
would have 126 delegates instead of 
72; Pennsylvania, 97 instead of 64: 
Ohio, 80 instead of 46; Illnois, 80 in- 
stead of 48; Indiana, 52 instead of 30: 
Iowa, 45 instead of 26; Missouri, 48 in- 
stead of 34; Michigan, 49 instead of 
28, and Wisconsin 32 instead of 24. 
The greater gains would be in the Mid- 
dle West, and the greater losses in the 
South.

It 
it not improbable that the’ matter will 
be thoroughly discussed at the meeting 
of the National Committee in Wash- 
ington on December 10, and the com- 
mittee may decide to call the conven- 
tion of 1896 on that basis. Its author- 
ity to change the basis of representa- 
tion is questioned by some, who claim 
that a matter so important should be 
decided in national convention instead 
of by the National Committee. At all 
events, no harm can come from a full 
discussion of the plan.

Detective Steel Takes Time by the 
Forelock and Arrests a Thief of 
Time—Other Burglars in Soak.

The Police Department Sleuths have 
strings on the burglars now, and are 
pulling them in at a lively rate. Detec- 
tive Steele seems to have caught most 
of them so far. Yesterday morning 
bright and early this alert officer bagged 
a burglar whose work had not yet been 
reported to the police.

Before news of the burglary reached 
the Police Station, Detective Steele saw 
a man heading for a pawnshop with a 
suspicious-looking bundle under his 
arm. Sleuth Steele generally knows a 
crook when he sees one, and something 
about this man's manner convinced him 
that he was a thief, and that the bundle 
he was lugging was stolen property. He 
accordingly resolved to arrest Smith on 
suspicion. Smith, however objected to 
summary proceedings, and made 
a gallant fight for liberty. Finally, with 
the assistance “of some by-standers, 
Steele got the nippers on the culprit and 
copducted him and his bundle to the 
station. There it was found that the 
bundle contained two table-covers and 
a*clock, such as the public schools are 
furnished with.

THE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 


IMPORTANT MATTERS TO COME BE- 
eh FORE CONGRESS. .

The Nicaragua Canal—Pacific Rail- 
road Beénds—The Indian Ques- 
tlon—Cari "‘Army.’’ 
Prospects of Tariff Legisiation. 
Presidential Possibilities, ete. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30. — (Special 
Correspondence of The Times.) Two of 
the most important matters to come 
before the present session of Congress 
are of special interest in the West, 
the Nicaragua Canal and the Pacific 
Railroad bonds. As to the former, the 
board’s estimate that the project will 
necessitate the expenditure of $133,472,- 
893, and the report that it is neither 
practical nor advisable at the present 
time, created surprise and consterna- 
tion, but by no means settled the ques- 
tion. 
says: “The Nicaragua Canal will be 
built by the United States Government 
if it costs $500,000,000.". Senator Chand- 
ler of New Hampshire said: “The Nic- 


aragua Canal will be built by somebody, 
and it is absolutely necessary that it be 


built and controlled by the United 


States, no matter what the expense may 


be.” Senator Chandler continued: “I 
am not surprised that the report of the 
Nicaragua Canal Commission should be 
unfavorable to the canal project. The 
first official act of President Cleveland 
in 1885 was to hold up the treaty with 
Nicaragua by means of which the 
United States would have already had 
the canal coristructed and in operation. 
Cleveland, in like manner, at the be- 
ginning of his second term, suspended 
the Hawalian treaty and again catered 


to un-American influences. Cleveland is 


opposed to the Nicaragua Canal and 
when he appointed a commission to 
report upon that project he selected men 
undoubtedly to carry out his ideas.” 

here is a general feeling among the 
Republicans that the canal is favored 
by a large majority of people, and that 
the present Congress should go upon 
record in its behalf. This is intensified 
by the present strained relations exist- 
ing between Central American repub- 
lics and European powers. Venezuela 
is reported as ready to declare war upon 
England, in which event the Central 
American republics, it is thought, will 
combine. It is difficult to believe that 
the matter has progressed as. far as 
reports indicate, but there is sufficient 
Strength in the assertions to bring this 
phase of the canal question prominently 
before the people, while there is no doubt 
as to the commercial advantages to be 


derived from such a highway between 
the oceans, 


As to the Pacific railroad matter 
there will be divergent views, although 
at present there is a somewhat vague 
understanding that there must be a set- 
tlement and that there must be a contin- 
uous line of railroad. Secretary Hoke 
Smith, in his official report, ufges the 
collectionof the debt due the government 
and the creation of a great through 
line from the Missouri to the Pacific, 
which was the original purpose of ‘the 
government leading to the issue of sub- 
sidy bonds. 

He states that the government is al- 
ready out $117,436,000 upon these roads, 
and that the first mortgage bonds only 
amount to $64,613,000; that the property 
is worth vastly more than the first 
mortgage bonds, and that the govern- 
ment interests can be protected, if nec- 
peaary. by taking these. bonds. Sen- 
ator Tirurston of NébrasKa, who js con- 
sidered as high authority upon the 
question, will, early in the session, in- 
troduce a bill differing materially from 


any of the plans yet suggested; that 


is, for Congress to.confer jurisdiction 
upon one United States court over the 
entire line, to entertain foreclosure pro- 
ceedings; to then proceed with a sale 
of the entire road upon a Dill to be 
prepared by the government, requiring 
the purchaser to buy and operate the 
property as an entirety. He believes 
that the United States will thus realize 
in cash all or nearly all that is due, and 
that the question will be permanently 
settled. This plan will meet with strong 
opposition from those’ members who 
favor control oftherailroads by the gov- 
ernment, as it will place it entirely in 
the ownership of a private corporation. 
There will be another bill introduced, 
seeking to have the United States buy 
the lines and thus make a foundation 
for future legislation looking to the gov- 
ernmental ownership of all railroads. 


The failure of the Dawes commission 
to accomplish the object for which it 
was created, will bring the Indian ques- 
tion very prominently before Congress. 
After reciting facts that show a com- 
plete fizzle, so far as the work accom- 
plished is concerned, the commission 
recommiends that the government take 
jurisdiction over the five nations and 
establish a court with jurisdiction over 
their affairs, without very clearly de- 
fining how this is to be accomplished. 
Secretary Smith does not shed a great 
deal of light upon the perplexing ques- 
tions in his report.. He dwells upon the 
necessity for eliminating politics from 
the management of Indian affairs, and 
of conducting each reservation upon 
strictly business principles, with the ob- 
ject of making each Indian ‘self-sup- 
porting and capable of assuming the 
responsibilities of citizenship. 
advocates three commissioners of In- 
dian affairs instead of one, that the 
tenure of office of Indian agent be dur- 
ing faithful performance of duties, and 
that the classified service be extended 
over all subordinate positions. Upon the 
subject of allotments, he believes that 
the present law that an Indian be- 
comes a citizen immediately upon re- 
ceiving an allotment, is wrong, that al- 
lotments should be made long before 
reservations are opened. Each Indian 
should be settled upon his homestead 
and be self-supporting before citizen- 
ship is conferred upon him, and then 
he should be treated precisely as other 
citizens; that parts of reservations 
should be sold, the proceeds to beused in 
improving allotted lands. He favors the 
leasing of the gilsonite beds in the Un- 
campaghre reservation. He submits the 
Dawes proposition for an anomalous 
government over the five tribes. This 
is by no means satisfactory to the ma- 
jority of Western men, especially those 
who are interested in the opening up 
of the Indian Territory. There is a 
growing belief that to allow five sep- 
arate nations to exist in the center of 
the United States, paying no taxes, 
but upon the contrary receiving sup- 
port from the government, is not a de- 
sirable course under any circumstances. 
It is impossible to predict what will 
be done, but it is certain that the In- 
dian subject will be very thoroughly 
discussed, and better understood than 
ever before, while it is not improbable 
that the five tribes will be fprced to 
sell their lands by proceedings in the 
nature of condemnation, 


It has been generally: predicted that 
the tariff question would receive no 
more consideration than will be neces- 
sary to create sufficient additional 
revenue to provide for the deficiency 
now existing in the treasury, but now 
that the members are here and in ses- 
sion, it looks as though the tariff 
would become an important issue, not- 
withstanding the fact that President 
Cleveland will almost certainly veto 
such a bill. New members, especially, 


are anxious to put themselves upon. 


record. In the West, the wool interests 
demand a hearing, and from a careful 
poll of the House, there can be no doubt 
that it will be accorded. Speaker 
Reed, while anxious to confine legis- 
lation, as far as possible, to abso- 
lutely necessary measures, cannot

not afford to antagonize the Western 
members, who are unanimous in favor 
of a tariff upon wool, coal and lumber. 
The silver question may be kept down, 
although there is a very respectable ele- 
ment anxious that the Republicans 
should take action upon it, but the 
tariff will certainly be most vigorously 
discussed. It is not expected that a very 
general revision will be made, for this 
would undoubtedly bring forth the exer- 
cise of the veto power and would defeat 
the desires for protectionof certain lead- 
ing interests; but those interests that 
have ‘been especially affected by the 
Wilson bill will get as much assistance 
as it will be possible to grant. 


Carl Browne (the erratic bloviator 
and California crank,) who acted as 
lieutenant for Coxey’s commonweal 
army, is recruiting a regiment in the 
Blue Ridge Mountains. It is his in- 
tention to go to Cuba and be a sol- 
dier. He has succeeded in getting 200 
men with guns and ammunition, but 
has no money. He will appear in 
Washington in about a month and will 
then, with great flourish of trumpets, 
offer himself and his followers to the 
Cuban committee here, who will 
promptly send him back to Blue Ridge 
Mountains, as even the recognition 
the Cubans as belligerents will rot 
authorize the shipment of troops to 
the island. There is a great deal of 
talk about a vigorous foreign licy 
and several members are preparing to 
make reputations by stirring speeches 
denouncing England.and Spain. There 
is no particular casus belli. It is 
simply considered a popular move. 
The matter of the Bering Sea award 
will call forth some very able remarks 
not at all complimentary to England. 
Senator Chandler of New Hampshire, 
who has already through his news- 
paper issued a proclamation of war 
against England, will be the leader 
in the Senate, while the ~House con- 
tains several members with speeches 
already prepared as to the Bering Sea, 
the Alaskan boundary and the Vene- 
zuelan questions. While the present 
session may not transact avery great 
deal of business, it will be full of in- 
terest as is always the case when a 
majority are serving their first terms 
and therefore striving for reputations. 
The sentiment in favor of a vigorous 
foreign policy is genuine, but it will be 
made the basis for a great deal of 
*“jingo-ism.”’ 

While it is stifl early to discuss Presi- 
dential possibilities with any degree of 
certainty, every one is interested in 
the present situation, which is_ very 
much more favorable to Maj. McKin- 
1 than it has been before. Hon. H. 
Cc Evans and the Republican mem- 
bers from Tennessee, disgruntled att 
the defeat of “Bill” Tipton, their can- 
didate for doorkeeper, are openly in re- 
volt, and say that Ohio has traded the 
doorkeepership for the Presidency. The 
South, they say, will fight the Ohio 
statesman. It is well that they have 
in their anger come out plainly, for it 
is where they have always stood, and 
the information is valuable to the man 
t oppose. Gov. Morton of New 
York is now openly announced as a 
candidate, as is Senator Allison of 
Towa. This will make Reed, Morton, 
McKinley and Allison in the lead, with 

ndiana, and 
either Lincoln, who now positively de- 
clines the honor, Cullom from Illinois, 
and Quay from Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Réed’s position as Speaker of the House 
is an exceedingly difficult oneto fill with- 
out creating enmities,and outside of 
New England, his strength withthe rank 
and file is not great.

THE FACTORY CLOSED. 


A. H. ANDREWS & CO. ASSIGN AT 
CHICAGO. 


The Largest School-supply House 
im the World Goes Under Be- 
cause of Business Depression. 
The Assets and Liabilities. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

CHICAGO, Dec. 5.—Embarrassed by 
their inability to meet outstanding 
paper, A. H. Andrews & Co., the larg- 
est school-supply house in the world, 
was forced to close tts doors today. 
After confessing judgment for $25,- 
744 in avor of the Globe National 
Bank, the company made an assign- 
ment to Frederick A. Holbrook, the 
Secretary. The assets were given as 
between $500,000 and $600,000 and the 
liabilities’ between $350,000 and $400,000. 
The judgment was on two notes exe- 
cuted on November 18, one for $16,500 
and the other for $85,000. The Sheriff 
took possession of the down-town fac- 
tory esroom and allowed no 
enter but representatives of the 


Just before the closing of the office 
of the County Court two citations 
were obtained for the examination of 
the debtors. The petitions were filed 
by the Chicago Varnish Company: and 
Victor Achelis & Co. of New York. 
Judge Yates issued the citations and 
made them returnable Saturday morn- 
ing. In the Circuit and Superior 
courts the insolvent company was the 
subject of five attachment suits for 
small amounts. The plaintiffs are the 
American Screw Company, the Han- 
son R. Van Winkle Company, the Yale 
& Towne Manufacturing Company, 
Schultz & Hirsch, and Heath, Wil- 
beck Co. 

In various forms the company has 
been in existence thirty years anfi its 
business has increased vuvlume 
every year until two years ago. Since 
that time, about the time of the gen- 
eral depression, the business de- 
creased at an Alarming rate. For sev- 
eral months the company been 
embarrassed and was obliged to put a 
good deal of paper on the market.

The company employs about four hun- 
dred persons. 

The assignment was filed by John- 
son & Morrili, attorneys for the com- 
pany, and Johnson said it was precipi- 
tated by the action of the bank in en- 
tering judgment on the notes of the 
company. The attorneys said the com- 
pany had been under a severe strain 
for the last two years and when the 
judgment for $25,000 was executed it 
was concluded it would be best to 
make ean assignment for the benefit of 
its creditors. 

“During the hard times of the last 
two years,” said the attorney, “the 
company has carried its usual large ex- 
pense, the pay-roll amounting to from 
$9000 to $12,000 each two weeks. Re- 
cently business has improved greatly, 
but the company has n unable to 
secure money to extend its business and 
get rid of stock which had accumu- 
lated.”’ 

Of the total indebtedness of the cor- 
poration, $25,000 is owing to the Globe 
National Bank, $40,000 to the Union 
National Bank and the remainder is 
distributed among the stockholders of 
the company, who have loaned money 
to the corporation, and various mer- 
chants in the lines of business with 
which the company was connected. 

The corporation has been a good cus- 
tomer of the banks and these loans 
were easily obtained. When the date 
for payment,.came it was found that 
the obligations could not be met and 
on November 18 the debts were cast 
in the form of judgment notes. The 
Andrews company has done business 
with the Globe Nationa] Bank for years 
and it was with reluctance that the 
bank decided to obtain judgment on 
the notes they held against the com- 
pany. It was seen, however, that the 
affairs of the company had reached a 
crisis and, in order to secure their 
money, the bank officials placed the 
notes in the hands of their attorney, 
James L. High, with instructions to 
proceed at once to secure collection. 


The formal entering of judgment was- 


performed and the Sheriff was put in 
charge of the property. 

Frederick A. Holbrook, the assignee, 
said: “This has come upon us like 
lightning from a clear sky. Our busi- 
ness was prosperous and at the present 
time we were in the midst of a very 
busy season. Our only difficulty was 
with reference to immediate funds, 
Notwithstanding the pressure we were 
under, we had placed ourselves in a 
position where we hoped to secure suf- 
ficient cash within forty-eight hours to 
carry us by the urgent demands of our 
creditors. We were carrying, of course, 
a heavy load, which began to be heaped 
upon us during the financial depres- 
sion of some two years ago. The 
weight has increased somewhat, be- 
cause business for a long time was not 
very active. Much to our regret, cir- 
cumstances so shaped themselves that 
we were forced down under the pres- 
sure just at a time when the way 
seemed to be opening to a clear busi- 
ness run and a decidedly more prosper- 
ous season. The immediate cause of 
our failure was the judgment of $25,000. 

“We were just about to consum- 
mate a deal whereby we were to dis- 
pose of our school-supply department. 
Had this deal been put through before 
the judgment was entered we would 
doubtless have been able to cancel the 
notes held by the bank and thus put 
ourselves beyond the danger of finan- 
cial disaster. Our property where the 
factory is located, at Twenty-second 
and Fisk streets, is worth about $200,- 
000 and is subject to a mortgage of 
$90,000. Our aggregate liabilities are 
probably not In excess of $350,000, and 
our assets are twice that amount,

Charges and Explains Others.

eHealth Officer Steddom declares that 
he will continue to issue buriat permits 
for the interment of bodies in the new 
cemetery until such action is taken by 
the City Council as will prevent him 
from so doing. 

The man who is supposed to have 
engineered the scheme by which - 
Catholic Church outwitted the Counc 
and established a cemetery while the 
said Council was waiting for a com- 
mittee’s report upon the advisability 
of allowing the Shurch to do what had 
already been sg ex-City Attorney 

les McFarland. 
When asked concerning his connection 
with the matter, and the methods used 
to found the cemetery in question, Mr. 
McFarland replied by saying that he 
had been employed by W. R. Burke 
and several other gentlemen who are 
interested in lands in that part of the 
city, and who are also interested in 
getting an electric road over in the 
same locality, to see what solution there 
was to the question of the establish- 
ing of a cemetery in that neighborhood. 

Upon looking up the law, he found 
the only ordinance there was upon 
the subject was the one which was 
passed in 1894, which has been hereto- 
fore quoted in these columns, and which 
ordinance gave the exclusive power to 
the Health Officer to designate the lo- 
cation of and to grant permission to 
establish new cemeteries, as well as 
the power to regulate the manner of 
interment, etc., and that he then made 
a formal application to ‘the Health Offi- 
cer for permission to establish a new 
cemetery, which was granted. 

-He also said that the statement which 
the papers said was made by Mr. Mar- 
tin, an attorney, who represented the 
protestants, that the ordinance in ques- 
tion had been surreptitiously passed 
at the instance of Bishop Mora in order 
that he might afterward establish a 
cemetery in an underhand manner, as 
he had done, was silly and nonsensical, 
as an examination of the ordinance 
will show that it is a very long one, 
occupying probably three columns of 
@ newspaper, and is an ordinance pro- 
vidiing for all the health, quarantine 
and cemetery regulations of the city 
of Los Angeles. 

Mr. McFarland said that this ordin- 
ance was gotten up by the former 
Board of Health in connection with Dr. 
Powers, the Health Officer, who had 
compiled it from the different ordin- 
ances in regard to public health he had 
deen abije to obtain from other cities. 

As far as he (Mr. McFarland) Knew, 
there was no reason why the matter 
of locating cemeteries and the manner 
of burial of dead persons should not 
be delegated ts «xe Board of Health, 
and the Health Officer, and as for the 
locattion, no matter where the cemetery 
Was located, it would always meet with 
objections from some people, and he 
thought that inasmuch as Evergreen 
cemetery was already located in Boyle 
Heights there was no reason why addi- 
tional cemeteries should not be estab- 
lished in its immediate neighborhood: 
that this land was only about 1200 feet 
from Evergreen Cemetery and was 
upon the extreme eastern edge of the 
city, and was about the least objection- 
able of any location which he knew of 
in the city limits. 

Speaking of the legal status of the 
case, Mr. McFarland was satisfied that 
the cemetery, having been properly es- 
tablished by the Health Officer in ac- 
cordance with the ordinance, the Coun- 
cil could not now prevent burials therein 
unless they also stopped burials in all 
the cemeteries of the city. And while 
the City Council has undoubtedly the 
power to regulate burials of the dead 
in the city limits, and the establish- 
ment of cemeteries, yet, that such power 
could not be exercised arbitrarily, but 
must be upon the broad grounds of 
public health, he thought ft would be 
impossible for any ane to show that it 
svas any more injurious to the public 
health of the city to bury the dead in 
this new cemetery than in the Ever- 
green Cemetery, just adjoining, and 
that should the Council attempt to 
discriminate between the two cemeter- 
fes and allow burials in one and not in 
the other, that such action would be 
illegal discrimination, which would not 
ae. 

mn conclusion the excited attorne 
said that the gentlemen who had an

ALY BIDS REJECTED. 


Remarkable Caution Exercised by 
the Sewer Committee. 

A large number of bids for street im- 
provement work were before the Sewer 
Committee of the Council yesterday, 
for the construction of sewers in the 
Main-street district nbout the County 


Hospital. The lowest bid for this 
work was thet of J. HW. Deck- 
weller, who proposed to construct 


the sewer for $1.18 a lineal foot. 
The committee’s attention was called to 
the fact that the original figures in the 
bid were $1.48, and that the $1.18 was an 
interlineation, It was further stated 
to the committee that this bid had heen 
given to the clerk after the time had 
expired, in which bids might be re- 
ceived by the Council. None of these 
objections were susceptible of proof, 
but the committee did not wish to take 
any chances in the matter, and so pre- 
pared a recommendation that all bids 
be rejected and new proposals adver- 
tised for. 

(J. H. Dockweiler said last night in 
reference to the condition of the bid 
for the Main-street district sewer sub- 
mitted by him that, as at first figured, 
he marked on the blank the price of the 
work as $1.48, writing it in ink but 
with light figures. Afterward, but~ be- 
fore submitting the proposal, he dis- 
covered he had overlooked a_ certain 
feature in connection with the pipe, and 
the estimate would therefore be $1.18 
per foot. He accordingly marked those 
figures heavily over the others. When 
he offered the bid im the City Clerk’s 
office it was by the clock there after 
1l a.m., the time for receiving bids. 
He immediately went to the Council 
Chamber and by the clock there it 
lacked a trifle of 11 o’clock. He accord- 
ingly submitted the bid.—Ed.,)

HOW IT IS DONE IN EUROPE. 


Some Racy Suggestions Offered to 
the City Council. 

A man who has traveled and seen a 
bit of the world is impressed with the 
fact that Los Angeles might greatly 
profit by adopting the customs of cer- 
tain European cities with regard to sev- 
eral matters that every one admits are 
but crudely regulated and controlled in 
this, the wild and woolly West. The 
traveled man referred to is J. Behnke.

This 
scheme works wonderfully well in the 
great cities of Europe and contributes 
to the safety of the public, as well as 
to the treasury of the city government. 

“Second—That the owners of bicycles 
be fined if the ordinance of carrying 
lights in the evening is not observed. 
It seems that our patrolmen are rather 
slow in the observance of such rules, 
especially when it concerns the better

A CLERK’S MISTAKE. 

An Error in the Street Superinten- 
dent’s Office Causes Trouble. 


-A mistake has just been discovered, 
made by a deputy in the Street Super- 
intendent’s office, which will perhaps 
cause some inconvenience to the par- 
ties affected before it cam be rectified. 

Some time ago the contract to im- 
prove Twelfth street between Burling- 
ton street and Westlake avenue was 
awarded to Moir & Smith, who later 
transferred the contract to ex-Council- 
man H. J. Smith. The work of im- 
provement was completed and accepted 
by the Street Superintendent and the 
City Engineer. The City Treasurer 
was then instructed by the Street Su- 
perinitendent to issue the necessary 
bonds.

THE COURTS. 


Legality of the Grand Jury is 
Confirmed. 


Judge Smith yesterday denied the 
motion to set aside the Braby indict- 
ment, and declared the grand jury to 
be a legally constituted body. The 
case has received most careful consid- 
eration, and the opinion read by His 
Honor was able and thorough, as the 
importance of the subject demanded. 
The attorneys for the defense declare 
their intention of appealing to the Su- 
preme Court, but for the present the 
grand jury is firmly established; and 
is working away busily in its secret 
chambers. 

Following is the opinion of Judge 
Smith, which was read in denial of the 
motion to set aside the indictment: 

The defendants were indicted by the 
present grand jury, and now move the 
court to set aside the indictments. They 
assign many reasons as a ground for 
their motion, the principal one being 
the alkeged fact that a grand juror, one 
Johnson, was not assessed on the last 
assessment roll of this county, prior to 
the time when the judges of the Supe- 
rior Court made up the jury lists in 
January, 1895. 

The question is a hovel one, in our 
State, never, I believe, having | been 
passed upon by the Supreme Court. 
Counsel for defendants cite People vs. 
Henderson, 28 Cal., R-465, as bearing 
upon this position. In that case, the 
fact was, that, at the time a grand 
juror was summoned he was not a 
citizen, but became such at the time 
he was empaneled; but ft seems the 
defendant was in court with counsel at 
the time the grand jury were empan- 
eled, and had opportunity .to. challenge 

“>. but neglected to do so, and 
the Suprenie Court say, “Conceding 
pucks we ve olaerwise good, the ob- 
jection came tov late,’ so that the 
point as to what effect the placing of 
such person on the lists, and the édis- 
ability being removed before he was 
drawn and summoned, was not in- 
volved in the case, and, indeed, the 
phrase, “Conceding the point to be 
otherwise good,’ is quite vague and 
may mean very little. 

Counsel for defendants rely mainly 
upon the North Carolina cases, and it 


will be mecessary to examine these at 
some length. The ding case 
cited is that of State vs. Durham 


Fertilizer Company, decided. November, 
1892, and found in 16 8. E., Rep. page 
231. It must be borne in mind that the 
North Carolina statute in regard to 
juries is entirely different from our 
own: That provides: “The commission- 
ers for the several counties shall on the 
first Monday of September, 1892, and 
every four years thereafter, inspect 
the tax returns for the preceding year 
for their county, and select for jurors 
such persons only as have paid their 
taxes for the preceding year,”’ and in 
the case cited above it appeared that 
three of the grand jurors who had found 
the indictment, had not so paid their 
taxes when they were drawn. he 
grand jury in that case was drawn Oc- 
tober 5, 1891: two of the jurors thus in 
default paid their taxes October 30 and 
31 of that same month, and one had not 
paid his taxes at the time the. indict- 
ment was found, and the court very 
properly quashed the indictment. A 
further objection was made to that in- 
dictment that the names of the grand 
jury were not selected: by the ccommis- 
sioners at the time prescribed by the 
statute; and on that point the. court 
says: “The statutory regulation of the 
manner of making up the lists from 
which the several juries are to be taken, 
or drawing the juries has always been 
held in this State to be not mandatory, 
but directory, merely.” Citing many 
of their decisions, the court then says: 
“In the cases cited, and in others, the 
distinction is clearly drawn, between 
the objections, that the grand jury as 
a whole, was not drawn and consti- 
tuted in the regular mode.” The three 
grand jurors were clearly disqualified 
because the statute made the property 
qualification, dependent upon the fact 
that at the time they were listed they 
should have paid their taxes for the 
previous year, 

But observe the difference between 
the North Carolina statute and our 
own. Here the statute in a section un- 
der the caption: “Qualifications and 
Exemptions of Jurors,”’ section 198, de- 
clares what are the qualifications — of 
jurors, and among other requisites 
says: “Assessed upon the last assess- 
ment roll of the county on property 
belonging to him,” and the following 
section 199, provides: “A persons is 
not competent to act as a juror who 
does not possess the qualifications pre- 
scribed by the preceding section or who 
has been convicted of malfeasance in 
office or any felony or other high 
crime.” If there were no other section 
prescribing the qualifications of jurors 
this would seem to be plain and settle 
the contention against the defendant, 
but the defendant invokes section 205 of 
Code of Civil Procedure, which is as 
follows: 

“The selections and listing shall be 
made of persons suitable and compe- 
tent to serve as jurors who are as- 
sessed on the last preceding assess- 
ment roll of such county or city and 
county, and in making such selections 
they shall take the names of such, only, 
as are not exempt from serving, who 
are in the possession of their natural 
faculties, and not infirm or decrepit, of 
fair character, and approved integrity 
and of sound judgment. It will be seen 
from this section that the judges, in 
making up the jury lists, both grand 
and petit, are required to select those 
who are suitable and competent, 
who were assessed 


on the lass 
assessment roll and also shall se- 
lect those only who are not 


exempt from jury @utv and are of fair 
character and approved integrity.” I¢ 
there was no other.section prescribing 
the qualification of jurors than this one. 
‘then, again, the question would be ®asy 
| of solution, for these words are plain 
,and easily understood, but it must he 
, observed that this last section, from the 
connection in which it stands with 
others, and the subject matter about 
which it treats, does not intend to pre- 
scribe the qualifications of jurors. It is 
under the caption, “Selecting and re- 
turning jurors for courts of record,” 
and points out the mode, directs the 
judges in the discharge of their duties 
,and gives them direction as-to what 
class of persons they may select from. 
‘It is merely the machinery for obtain- 
_ing persons (it is true, suitable and 
competent) to act as jurors, but they 
are not jurors until they are swarn to 
try a case or perform the duties of 
grand jurors, and, when this time 
comes, then for the first time their 
competency can be inquired into and 
at that time must not the test of that 
competency be the one prescribed in 
Sec. 198. supra? Certainly; that section 
is plainly and directly upon the sub- 
ject of qualification, unmixed with any- 
thing besides. The language is plain 
and cannot be misunderstood. In 
brief, is not Sec. 205, directory, and not 
mandatory? The statute says the 
judges shall proceed to make these, 
jury lists the first week in January. 
Suppose they defer it to February. 
Could it be contended the lists would 
be Invalid on that account? Certainly 


not. In the North Carolina case re- 
ferred to, the commissioners deferred 
making the lists about one year from 
the time designated by the statute, and 
the court held it no objection to the 
jurors; 

But let us see what logically follows 
the position of the defendant. If sec- 
tion 206 prescribes the qualifications of 
jurors as to property, then every ‘other 
requirement in the section must be fol- 
lowed, and a departure therefrom be 
equally fatal. That section provides 
the judges shall take such persons 
only as are not exempt from serving 
on juries, who are not infirm, of ood 
character, é¢tc. Now, by this section, 
the judges are required to list persons 
not exempt from jury duty. Who are 
exempt? All judicial, civil or military 
officers of the United States, or this 
State, attorneys-at-law, ministers of 
the Gospel, school teachers, physicians, 

poor houses, hus- 
pitals charitable institutions, 
sailors, express agents, mail ¢arricrs, 
members of fire departments, national 
guard, and many other classes, all 
these the statutes say are exempt, but 
such exemption is a personal privilege, 
and not a disqualification, as the very 
nature of the cases suggests; and, in- 
deed, our statute, Sec. 1075 Penal Code, 
expressely provides, “An exemption 
from service on a jury is not a cause 
of challenge but the privilege of the 
person exempted,” so that if the defen- 
dant’s contention is correct the listing 
of any of these exempt classes would 
invalidate the jury, when the statute 
expressely says it is not a disqualifi- 
cation. Again the statute invoked by 
the defendant applies alike to petit 
jurors, and what lawyer has ever 
thought to question jurors as to prop- 
erty qualifications the year before they 
are listed? 

If we give section 205 the meaning 
contended for, then it is in conflict with 
section 198 and section 1075. This should 
be avoided if possible, and the three 
or four sections, in reference to jurors, 
should be construed in pari .materia, 
This makes each section effective as to 
its particular object; the end is reached 
and no violence done in construction, 
Section 205 is the guide for those whose 
duty it is to make the jury lists, but 
not the test of competency of a juror. 
Section 198 prescribes the qualifications 
of the jurors, and that, as to property, 
plainly declares him competent if his 
name. was on the last assessment roll, 
so that, assuming (which is not con- 
ceded) that you have the right on mo- 
tion to set aside, to challenge a grand 
juror for lack of property qualification, 
I am of the opinion that the section 
prescribing the qualifications of jurors 
is 198, and that if a juror is on the 
last assessment roll prior to the time 
when he is drawn and empaneled, it is 
all that is required; that section 205 
is directory to the officers who have 
duties to perform in connection with 
obtaining jurors. The latter declares 
what the officers whose duty it is to 
make selection of names and persons 
shall do; the former section has directly 
to do with the person and personal 
qualification of jurors. 

But I am of the opinion that a de- 
fendant cannot challenge a grand juror 
on the ground that he was not assessed 
on the jast assessment roll of the 
county. Sections 895 and 896 declare 
the causes of challenge both to the 
array or panel and to individual grand 
jurors. Section 895 says: “A challenge 
to the panel may be interposed for 
one or more of the following causes: 

“First, that the requisite number of 
ballots Was not drawn from the jury- 
box; second, that notice of the drawing 
of the grand jury was not given; third, 
that the drawing was not had in the 
presence of the officers designated by 
law.” . 896 provides that a chal- 
lenge to an individual grand juror may 
be interposed for or more of the 
following causes only: “First, that he 
is a minor; second, that he is an alien; 
third, that he is insane; fourth, that 
he is a prosecutor upon a charge 
against the defendant; fifth, a witness, 
etc.; sixth, actual bias.” 

-The Legislature has seen fit to limit 
the causes of challenge to grand jurors 
and that no challenge can be exercised 
for causes aside from those named in 
the statute, has been decided so many 
times by our Supreme Court that cita- 
ticn is not necessary. So also. the

The defendant has invoked the Bru- 
ner case, reported in 92 Cal. R. In that 
case Judge Wallace of San Francisco, 
of his own motion, and while the Sher- 
iff was not disqualified, appointed an 
elisor to serve a special venire to com- 
plete his grand jury, and a writ of pro- 
hibition was applied for to the Supreme 
Court to prevent the’judge from trying 
a defendant indicted by such grand 
jury; and the court held that the court 
acted without warrant of law in sum- 
moning the talesman on special venire, 
and that the grand jury was an illegal 
body and the indictment void But ob- 
serve, that the point was reached by the 
writ of prohibition, a writ never issued 
except in exceptional and extraordinary 
cases; only issued in cases where there 
is not an adequate remedy at law; and 
it was the decision of the court that 
the matter could be reached only by 
prohibition. The argument of the de- 
cision being that, since a judge had 
wholly departed from the forms of law 
for which the statute furnished no 
remedy, and that the effect of such ac- 
tion was so far-reaching and dangerous 
to the reputation, lives and liberties of 
the people, it would find a remedy in 
the writ of prohibition; but how stands 
the case at bar? Here the contention is 
that a party regularly drawn, sum- 
moned and empaneled as a grand juror 
had not the property qualifications men- 
tioned in section 205 when the judges 
placed his name on the jury list; as if, 
every time, by some oversight, there is 
a departure from the forms prescribed 
in obtaining juries, the extraordinary 
writ of prohibition must be appealed to 
to preserve the inalienable rights of the 
citizen. Tne statute is intended to fur- 
_nish every remedy in a matter like the 
present. It is not extraordinary. It is 
simply one of the qualifications of a 
|juror. grand jury was listed. 
rawn and empaneled according to the 
forms prescribed by our statute. It is 
composed of nineteen good and worthy 
citizens as can be found in the county, 
and if, by chance, some one lacks in 
some of the personal qualifications pre- 
scribed, can it be said that the writ of 
prohibition must be resorted to to get 
_rid of an indictment found by them? 
'I say this from defendant’s standpoint. 
I think, if defendant’s contention is 
well-founded, that he cannot, reach it 
| by the writ of prohibition. 
| The constitution makes no property 
qualification for jurors, but it does pru- 
vide that each county shall have one 
grand jury a year. .That means a grand 
jury, at common law; and if defendant's 
position is correct, still this is a valid 
grand jury at common law. That is all 
any citizen can demand under the con- 
stitution, but if- the legislature sees fit 
to enlarge these rights of a defendant, 
in a criminal case, by prescribing vari- 
ous qualifications for jurors not pre- 
scribed by the constitution, then surely 
he must accept the legislative remedy 
in obtaining such rights, and, as before 


the point made by defendant in the list 
of. causes that will support a motion 
to set aside an indictment. 

But I hold that Juror Johnson was 4 
qualified juror. When he was examined 
as to his qualifications in September 
last the swore that he was assessed 
upon the last assessment roll of the 
county on property owned in his own 
right; and that, in my judgment, was 4 
full compliance with the letter and spirit 
of the law. From these considerations 
the motion to set aside is denied, and it 
is so ordered.

He suggests that a sec- 
tion of the city should be set apart for 
manufacturing purposes. This. .sug- 
—s has been made several times by 
*he Times during the past few years. 
pe necessity of such a section becomes 
more apparent from year to year, as 
rnanufacturing. industries are extended. 
he natural location for such a manu- 
facturing district would be the section 
bounded by the river, Seventh street, 
Alameda street and the city limits. In 
this section there are few improvements 
of value, and not many improvements 
of any kind. Lots are held at very 
asonable prices, and nine-tenths of 
the pragperty-owners would-welcome the 
location of factories, as it would give a 
definite value to property which is now 
difficult to sell for any other purposes. 
The Council should discuss this mat- 
ter before that section of the city be- 
comes more thickly settled, when it 
would be necessary to push the fac- 
tories further away. If Los Angeles is 
to become a manufacturing city, we 
must. get over our squeamishness in 
regard to a little smoke and smell. At 
the same time, manufacturers should 
not be permitted to locate just wher- 
ever they please, and thus spoil our res- 
idence districts. 


HOW BROADWAY WAS NAMED. 

Fred L. Alles has a petition in circu- 
lation for the opening of North Broad- 
way, after a plan recently proposed in 
The Times. Almost everybody to whom 
{t is presented signs cheerfully, and 
this is of great significance, because 
the petition has so far only been pre- 


. sented to those who will be called upon 


to put up considerable sums of money 
in case the improvement should be un- 
dertaken. 

By the way, Mr. Alles is responsible 
for naming Broadway. The way it came 
about was this: In 1890, when he moved 
on Broadway, he found great difficulty 
in telephoning to people so as to ex- 
plain that he was on Fort street, 
and not Fourth street, the two names 
sounding so much alike, so he cir- 
culated a petition for the change 
of name. The chief objection to the 
chenge arose from the fact that old his- 
torical associations clustered around 
Fort street, which was named after the 
old fort on the hill north of Temple 
street, ruins of the earthworks of which 
were distinguishable as recently as 1888. 
A prominent finaneier of German birth 
was specially determined in See 
to the change. Alles showed him that 
there were many citizens of foreign 
birth in Los Angeles who were unable 
to pronounce Fourth and Fort street 
s0 that one could distinguish between 
them, and cited the case of a Teutonic 
gentleman who gave his ad¢ress as the 
corner. of “Fort and Fourt’ streets.”

proved to him that he himself could not 
profiounce the two words with a dis- 
tinetive ‘difference in the sound, and 
then He gave in. 

The Council at that time was not only 
willing, but anxious, to do anything to 
boom Fort street, and the petition went 
through with a rush. It happened trat 
there was one-diock on Toberman 
street—a.thirty-foot street—which the 
owner had widened to 100 feet, and 
called Broadway, so that the ordinance 
changed the name of Fort street to 
Broadway included a resolution chang- 
ing the name of Broadway back 
Toberman street. It was held by some 
real estate men that the change of 
name improved the value of property 
on Broadway fully 25 per cent. How- 
ever that may be, it undoubtedly had 
some influence in helping the street to 
its present prominent position. 

THE ANNEXATIONISTS. 

Another obstacle has sprung up in 
the way of holding another election to 
decide whether some of the southwest- 
ern suburbs shall come into the city 
It is feared that in case an election is 
held for districts which are not con- 
tiguous, a separate election will have 
to be held for each, thus largely in- 
creasing the expense, The outsiders 
made a big mistake when they defeated 
the annexation proposition, and they 
are begining to realize it since the Fire 
Commission had decided to answer no 
call outside of the city. 
VALUATIONS OF ORCHARD PROP- 

ERTY. 

The striking differnce in the values 
placed by assessors on orchard prop- 
erty in various counties of California 
is shown by the following item from a 
northern contemporary: 

“In Colusa county orchards are as- 
sessed at $40 an acre, while across the 
line in Glen county they are placed at 
$100 an acre. In San Diego they are 
figured at $100 an acre, but in San Ber- 
nardino they are taxed at $225 an acre. 
Sacramento says $100. Santa ‘Clara 
fixes the figures at $60, while her ayn 
ber, Monterey, says $15 an acre. San 
Joaquin fixes a valuation of. $40 an 
acre, Santa Clara $50, Kings and 
Kern $50. Sonoma fixes the value at 
$75, while Lake estimates, the value at 
only $20. Shasta growers pay $15 on 
acre and’ Lassen on $25, while in Los 
Angeles the value is fixed at $250 an 
acre ss 


It may be said that some citrus 
orchards in Los Angeles county are 
very cheap at $250 an acre. In fact, 
there are orange and lemon orchards 
which can be relied upon to yield that 
amount of profit every year. — 


ASSESSMENTS OF BUSINESS PROP- 
ERTY. 

A paper in Northern California pub- 
lishes the following itenf: © 

“The most valuable business property 
in Sacramento is assessed at $177 per 
front foot. The most valuable in Stock- 
ton is assessed at .$525, in Oakland $1260 
and in Los Angeles $1000.”’ 

The foregoing is not quite correct as 
regards Los Angeles. The . highest 
priced property in. this city—on Spring 
street, between First and Second—is as- 
sessed at $1100 a front foot. 

CUTTING UP THE RANCHES.. 

The movement for a subdivision - of 


large ranohe’ in the central and north- 
ern part of the State, to which refer- 
ence has -been’ made on several ocea- 
sions in these columns, continues to 
grow. According to the San Francisco 
Chronicle, a syndicate has been formed 
to purchase and place on the market 
over a dozen of the largest and most 
valuable ranches in Northern Califor- 
nia. From present indications the syn- 
dicate will-close with 153,000 acres. All 
this property, which is now owned and 
cultivated by a few wealthy men, will 
be cut up into small ranches of twenty 
and forty -acres .dnd‘ be improved. 
When the acreage'6f the syndicate 
land is ‘taken: into consideration, and 
the fact that the land has a frontage 
of seventy-four miles on the west bank 
of the Sacramento, besides a large 
frontage on the east bank, the extent 
of the big land deal will be readily ap- 
parent. 

The Chronicle gives the following par- 
ticulars in regard to this impor:ant 


transaction, in which C. P. Huntington } 


is interested: 

“To expedite the work, of dividing 
the big holdings into small improved 
ranches, and thus attract settlers to 
California, a corporation will be formed, 
to which all the lands enumerated will 
be deeded eventually. The sale of the 
stock of the corporation will be used to 
pay the owners for their property, 
though many of the owners have signi- 
fied their willingness to take the pur- 
chase price of their land, in part at 
least, in stock. 

“Then the plan will be to subdivide 
the lands into classes. Lands are to 
be offered at prices that will represent 
their relative value, and whatever fur- 
plus is derived above the cost to the 
corporation will be distributed to the 
purchasers of the land when the first 
subdivision of 10,000 acres is closed out. 
sell the land at a very 
low figure, it being the ultimate and 
paramount object of all interested to 
secure a subdivision and occupation of 


1 the country by actual settlers. 


“All the land will be divided into two 
principal classes, viz., land that is 
wholly unimproved and land on which 
the corporation will build houses aud 
outbuildings. Each twenty, 
eighty-acre tract will be improved and 
made ready for the occupant, and by 
contracting for ten or twenty such 
dwellings at a time, the corporation 
will reduce the cost to a minimum. 
The plan is to subdivide a tract of 19,00) 
acres at a time, and pending its sub- 
division the land will be kept in a high 
state of cultivation, so that its value 
will not become impaired. Through 
each of these tracts of 10,000 acres will 
be built a main avenue. The form of 
the land lends itself to this, ds no tract 
is mare than four miles wide, and all 
the land’ has a navigable frontage on 


the Sacramento. At the center of cach | 39 


tract will be established a trading cen- 
ter or village. In connection with the 
genera] plan-of subdividing the land is 
a proposition to set aside out of each 
tract of 10,000 acres a sufficient area for 
the dwellings and farmhouses of all the 
settlers in the tract. By placing the 
houses conveniently near each other on 
a tract of land set aside for the pur- 
pose, instead of scattering them all 
over the country, social advantages will 
be afforded to settlers which, it is 
thought, will prove a great attraction 
to prospective purchasers. 

“Cc, P. Huntington has become inter- 
ested in the colonization scheme and 
has promised to subscribe liberally to 
the stock of the corporation. Two fea- 
tures which are elements of the plan, 
viz., the erection of houses and the dis- 
tribution of any surplus derived from 
the sale of the lands, are features in- 
troduced by C. B. Huntington. There 
was a meeting of all the leading bank- 
ers of San Francisco and representa- 
tives of ‘the owners of the property in 
the office of C. P. Huntington a few 
days before the latter’s departure for 
the East, and two hours were spent in 
discussing plans for the subdivision of 
the big ranches. Mr. Huntington said 
that no one realized more-than he the 
necessity for a division of the big 
ranches of California as aid to the set- 
tlement of the State, and suggested the 
two features above named. They will 
be tried in the subdivision of the first 
tract of 10,000 acres. 

“Less than 300 people are now living 
on the 153,000 acres comprising: the 
several big ranches, and the syndicate 
hopes by dividing the land into small 
ranches to secure 300,000 new settlers 
in the Sacramento Valley. It-is calcu- 
lated, at least, that the land in ques- 
tion can support that many people. 

“The entire matter is now in the 
hands of W. H. Mills for adjustment. 
Mr. Mills said yesterday that the land 
represents the largest area of fertile 
land with the least-waste of any land 


forty or. 


in the State. It is also the most fertile 
land in the State, and tncludes the 
largest Spanish grants in the State. 

“Tt is a popular fad with writers 
and speakers,’ he said, ‘to say that we 
are now on the dawn of a new era, but 
that statement was never more truthful 
than it is now, with the subdivision of 
those immense ranches assured. In- 
tensive culture has superseded the old 
cattle husbandry of the old Spanish 
period, and it is all in response to an 
evolutionary force.’ ” 

EASTERN IMMIGRANTS. 

Real estate men in San Francisco 
continue to complain that settlers com- 
ing to Southern Calirornia from the 
East are shown more favors by the 
railroad companies than those whose 
destination is Central and Northern 
California. A land agent in San Fran- 
cisco tells his grievances as follows 
to the Call: 

“During this fall I took many trips 
from our Eastern offices in Columbus, 
O., to the country fairs, in order to 
come in contact with the farmers and 
talk with thém personally. I found a 
strong sentiment in favor of. coming 
to California. The cost of tran rta- 
tion is against us, however, and pre- 
cious little concessions can be secured 
from the railroads west of Chicago 
coming this way, compared with those 
east of that city. In this one matter 
the agents of those large plantations 
in Virginia and other Southern States, 
which are bein sola off in small 
tracfs, have a decided advantage.” 
THE NORTHERN CITRUS BELT. 
Referring to the fact that citrus 
land in Stanislaus county is c‘fered 
at $75 an acre unimproved, with water, 
or at $175 planted to orange trees, The 
Times recently called attention in this 
department to the fact that, judgin 
by the insignificant results achiev 
in the Northern citrus belt after 
years of experiment, the grow- 
ing of oranges in that section eould 
not be considered as an entirely safe 
and business-like venture. Comment- 
ing upon these remarks, the Visalia 
Delta says: 

“It is true that the results attained 
north of the Tehachepi in twenty 
years are comparatively insignificant, 
but The Times might as well have 
said fifty or one hundred as “twenty” 
years. Orange trees have been grown 
in the San Joaquin and Sacramento 
valleys for twenty years, but muvre 
for ornament and experiment than 
profit. As an industry, orange-grow- 
ing in the San Joaquin Valley dates 
back only about five years, and orly 
in the last two years has much plant- 
ing been done. This year about one 
hundred carloads will be shipped, and 
the time for sending out trainloads of 
oranges and lemons is not far remote. 
When that day comes, Tulare county 
will be glad to welcome the enterpris- 
ing citrus-growers who have made the 
Southern part of the State what it is. 
And a visit to the bearing and younger 
orchards in this county now would 
convince Southern lemon and orange- 
growers that the present is the time 
to invest in citrus lands here.” 

It is, notwithstanding, true that for 
fully twenty years, if not more, orange 
trees have been shipped from Southern 
California in large quantities every 
season to the northern part of the 
State, especially to Butte and adjoin- 
ing counties, where quite a big boom 
in orange-growing was inaugurated 
about nine years ago. The nursery- 
men of Southern California have de- 
rived’ large. revenues from the sale of 
orange trees to the northern -citrus 
belt—much larger revenues than the 
men who bought the trees. 

The Times does not deny that oranges 
may be successfully raised, here and 
there, in particularly sheltered loca- 


tions along the foothills of the Sierra. 
Nevada, even as far north as Shasta* 


county. But even in the southern coun- 
jes. a person has to be very care- 

1 in selecting land. upon which or- 
anges may be safely raised, one year 
after another, and the risk increases 
the further north one goes. 

Certainly, if it can be shown that 
oranges may be grown with safety, not 
one year, but every year, on the tract 
referred to, land there is very cheap 
at $75 an acre, with water. 

ARID LANDS. 

Some of the papers are complaining 
that too many restrictions were thrown 
around the act granting a million 
acres of arid land to each of the States 
and Territories which may choose to 
take advantage of the offer. The Sec- 
retary of the Interior, Hoke Smith, in 


the Carey law, granting 1,000,000 acres 
of arid land to each State in which 
such lands are situated, be amended 


so that the grant be made to the State | 


outright, and it be made responsible 
for the irrigation of the lands. 

As The Times frequently stated, the 
idea of giving this land to the States 
at all is a grave mistake, which it is 
to be feared will not be found out un- 
til too late. The work of reclaiming 
these lands should be undertaken by 


the national government, to whom they: 


belong, for the benefit. of actual 
settlers. The government has just as 
good a right to do this as to spend 
money on the improvement of rivers 
and harbors, and a majority of those 
who deny that right have ulterior ob- 


jects in view. It would be difficult to South Sptine 


imagine any step that would do more 
to increase the general prosperity of 
the country, and put money in circu- 
lation,

and interest back without any risk, in 
addition to the vastly increased taxa- 
tion derived from lands which are now 
desolate.

THE GRAND JURY EXPECTED TO DO 
ITS WHOLE DUTY. 


Attemptea Incendiarism—Oil Wells 
to be Sank on Point Loma—San 
Diego Savings Bank Directors’ 


Instractions—Marine News. 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 5.—(Reguiar Cor- 
respondence.) It is believed that the 
grand jury now in session here will do 
its duty in the matter of indicting the 
rascals who attempted to bribe Council- 
men to vote for a certain water scheme. 
Clifton E. Mayne, who was indicted by 
* the last grand jury for attempting to 
buy Council votes, evidently worked 
in such a raw, barefaced manner as to 
expose his supposed employer very 
plainly to the public gaze. That Mayne 
escaped trial, owing to the gross care- 
Jessness of the county law officers in 
improperly impaneling the jury, has 
aroused suspicion in the public mind to 
such an extent that any errors on their 
part in the present investigation might 
be attended with serious consequences. 
So general is the belief among prom- 
inent citizens that their rights have 
been usurped through the debauching 
of certain members of the Council, that 
they do not hesitate to say so plainly. 
The eyes of the people are centered 
on the grand jury room. The grand jur- 
ors are watched. Detectives are plentl- 
ful. Any communication between the 
grand jurymen and any of the parties 
suspected of water boodlery is noted. 
The very walls have eyes and ears, 80 
it would seem, judging from the talk 
one hears. The public seeks justice. It 
doesn’t care which one of the water 
schemers is hit. But it keenly desires 
that no guilty boodler be allowed to 
escape. It realizes that this city is at 
a critical time in its history. If local 
legislation is to. be abjectly surrend- 
ered to the tender mercies of a gang 
of unscrupulous boodlers San Diego will 
remain under a spell of uncertainty 
which will be a drawback of such ser- 
jousness as to have effect for years to 
come. The decent people of this com- 
munity believe that the rotten sore of 
municipal: corruption, apparently ex- 
isting in this city, should be speedily 
eradicated by herdic means. They want 
the crime of debauching the Common 
Council made so odious that honest men 
may occasionally have a chance. 

ATTEMPTED INCENDIARISM. 

A light was seen in the basement of 
W.W. Bowers’s house atIvy and Sec- 
ond streets on Wednesday evening. The 
house was unoccupied. The light was 
eaused by a bunch of oil-soaked rags. 
Before the fire engines arrived the fire 
was quenched by water from a garden 
hose. It was then discovered that an- 
other pile of oil-soaked rags and 

nny-sacks was on the porch. A 
Cone of spoons in an oiled rag was 
found. The basement’ door had been. 
“smashed in. At first it was thought 
the fire was accidental. It was believed 
that the brother of Mr. Bowers had 
been to the house on Wednesday. This 
man says that he was not there. The 
firemen think the fire was of incendiary 
origin, and the police regard it as the 
work of tramps. 

WILL BORE FOR OIL. 

A company, headed by W. B. Kline 
and John G. Hinkel, will sink oil wells 
on Point Loma. The public have some. 
confidence in these men: They do not 
talk for a year or two about what they 
propose to do. They act. Mr, Hinkel, 
without posing in public, has recently 
come here, bought the land he wants, 
and has begun the building of a $60,000 
brewery.. He impresses people as be- 
ing a business man. Therefore, when 
he proposes to sink an oil well, the pub- 
lie believes that the well will be’ sunk. 
Old-timers sit around and loudly re- 
mark what they are willing to do and 
then never do anything. The company 
has secured 200 acres of land, sup- 

osed to cover an oil basin, situated 
between Ocean Beach and Roseville. 
Wharfage facilities have been secured 
in Roseville. Experts have investi- 
gated the location and think that the 
indications for oil are very encourag- 
ing. The company proposes to buy ma- 
chinery at once and go to work. Wells 
which have been sunk for water on this 
oll tract have invariably been filled 
with water highly impregnated with 
oil. Examinations of the oil are said 
to prove that it is susceptible of re- 
fining for use for illuminating pur- 
poses.
